Viagra Raises Awareness.

Viagra, a new impotence drug, . 
is more than a bottomless pit of jokes 
- for comedians. 
“T think its abreakthrough, ” said | 
' Ajay Singla, M. D., assistant profes- 


sor in urological surgery at the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska Medical Center. 


“Impotence can be a big social prob- 


‘lem in anyone’s life, because a basic 


necessity of life is to have sex.” 
Impotence, or erectile dysfunc- 
tion, occurs in men who have persis- 


tent difficulty achieving or maintain- 


ing an erection long enough to have 
sexual intercourse. 

Obviously, this is not a comfy 
conversation topic. In fact, fewer than 


' five percent of the 20 million men who 


experience impotence have even dis- 
cussed it with their doctors, accord- 
ing to the American Diabetes Asso- 
ciation. . 

But since sildenafil citrate 
(Viagra) hit the market in late March, 
the doors of communication have

Seeking help for impotence is 
important not only for mental and so- 
cial well-being, but for physical health 
as well. 

Dr. Singla said that impotence is 
often the sign of an underlying medi- 
cal condition. Diseases that damage 
the blood vessels or nerves, such as 
diabetes and atherosclerosis, are a 
major cause of impotence. In fact, 
about half of all men with diabetes are 
thought to be impotent. 

Low levels of testosterone or 
other male hormones, that decline 
with age, can also make achieving an 
erection difficult. Certain medica- 
tions, alcohol or abusive substances 
are culprits as well. 

“Even smoking has effects on the 
ability to have erections,” Dr. Singla 
said. 

Impotence is most common in 
elderly men, but even men in their 
teens and twenties can experience it. 

““Normally impotence in young 


people is the functional, or psycho-.

porary,” Dr. Singla said. For college 
students, stress, performance anxiety, 
a new job, or social problems could 
all take their toll.

The July 12 riot that injured 16 police offic- 
ers and caused $150,000 in damage fueled the dis- 
cussion, sponsored by. Penn State’s Commission 
for the Prevention of Alcohol, Tobacco and Other 
Drug Abuse. The commission includes represen- 
tatives from the university, police, Greek organi- 
zation advisers and community members. 

State College (Pa.) Police Chief Tom King 
said police already are beefing up enforcement. The 
department has purchased between $7,000 and 
$8,000 worth of riot gear, including jump suits, 
shields, helmets, shin guards, pepper spray and tear 
gas. And, over the next six weeks, every local law 
enforcement officer in Centre County, Pa., will get 
special training in crowd control. 

_. Police will increase their visibility in down- 
town State College by enlisting the help of student 
security officers from Penn State. And there’s a 
“good possibility” police will use students to help 

-investigate parties where underage drinking takes 
place, King said. 


The student investigators. might include po-. 


lice interns, students trying to work off past viola- 
tions - those who simply volunteer, he said in

CHICAGO (College Press Exohnnge) - When 
it comes to attractiveness, feminine i is best, a new 
study suggests. 

Researchers at St. Andrews University in Scot- 


land and Otemon-Gakuin University in J; apan digi} 
tized the faces of Asian and Caucasian students of © 


both genders, carefully analyzing each face to de- 
_ termine the average size of its dimensions and fea- 
tures. The researchers then manipulated the com- 


puterized images to produce versions. that were. 


more feminine, masculine and gender-neutral. 

' More than 90 people in Japan and Scotland 
were asked to choose the most attractive face from 
sets that included an average face and its mascu- 
line and feminine versions. Both men and women 
chose the feminized versions of each face, research- 
ers said. The effect was even stronger when sub- 
jects were asked to evaluate faces from their own 
ethnic group. 

The study’s findings contradict earlier ‘ellie: 
tions made by evolutionary psychologists, who have 

Said masculine, not feminine, features are perceived 
as being more attractive in men because stronger 

. features are an outward sign of strength. 
Researchers said the recent study instead sug- 


‘gests that masculine features among men may. be’: 


_ deemed less attractive because they are associated 
with undesirable traits, such as aggression an dis- 
honesty.

campus minister at the Baptist Student 
Union at Southeast Missouri State 
University. “We see more doers.” 
“Doing” their religion takes 
many forms. Students counsel teen- 
agers about not getting pregnant. They 
feed the homeless. They go to Africa 
or Central America to build schools 
and houses and churches. They tutor 
kids who are struggling in school. 
Pratt also teaches religion in the 
philosophy department. He said reli- 


gious diversity, including interest in 
Eastern religions such as Buddhism 
and Hinduism, and even neopagan 
(modern, nature- and woman-ori- 
ented) faiths, is growing on college | 
campuses. 

“When I came here 10 years ago, 
students felt very much that they had 
to color within the lines,” he said. 
“Students feel much more free to ex- 
plore different religions. Now, they’re 
very much eclectic in their religious 
lives.” 
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an interview. 

“The police department is in the 
enforcement business. We do that so 
people don’t fall out a sixth-floor win- 
dow to their death three months from 
graduating,” King said, recapping sev- 
eral alcohol-related deaths and acci- 
dents in recent years.

Television Show Provides Hints To 
Math Course At Indiana University 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (College 
Press Exchange) - Students at Indiana 


. University just might improve their 


math grades if they watch television 
while doing their homework. | 

“The Finite Show,” scheduled to 
premiere on campus television this 
week, will give viewers help with 
Math 118 — a freshman math class 
that has one of the highest drop-out 
rates of all the university’s courses. 
The program will let students strug- 
gling with matrix algebra, probabil- 
ity theory and the application of lin- 
ear systems of equations seek help 
anonymously and in the comfort of 
their dorm rooms, said Dr. Daniel 
Maki, chairman of the university’s 
math department. 

“Several years ago we tried a 
phone system that allowed students to 
call in the evenings to get help from 
instructors,” he said. “It was a bit un- 
satisfactory because students couldn’t 
actually see the math that was being 
done.

During the live, 90-minute pro- 
gram, scheduled to air on Tuesdays

p.m., a telephone number and e-mail 
address will flash periodically on the 
television screen. Dr. Steve McKinley, 
an instructor known for his effective 
teaching and good sense of humor, 
will field students’ questions and work 
various problem sets. 

The shows will rebroadcast dur- 
ing late-night and mid-morning hours, 
Maki said. During midterms and fi- 
nal exams, two “Super Review Spe- 
cials” will accommodate students’ 
last-minute questions. 

Students likely will glean useful 
information from the television pro- - 
gram but not enough to help them 
score good grades without ever going 
to class, Maki said. 

“The Finite Show is a supple- 
ment, not a substitute, for what’s be- 
ing taught,” he said. 

The show’s production is being 
paid for with a grant from the Lilly 
Foundation that is aiming to increase 
the university’s student retention rate. 
Maki said 20-35 percent of the 
roughly 3,000 students who enroll in 
Math 118 each semester drop the 
class.

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Drinking Games 
Result In Forfeit 
For Football Team 


ALFRED, NY (College Press 
Exchange) - Alfred University’s 
president ordered the forfeiture of . 
the school’s first football game of 

the season after learning about a 
"recent weekend party in which 
upper-classmen on the team alleg- 
edly tied up freshman players and. © 
forced them to drink alcohol or . 
water until they vomited. 

Five players on the team were 
afrested on several charges con- 
nected to the incident, including 
giving alcohol to minors. School 
officials said paramedics treated five 
students who had attended the party 
for alcohol poisoning. Two of the 
five, ages 17 and 18, were taken to a 
local hospital and released. 

President Edward G. Coll, Jr., 
had considered calling off the 
university’s entire football season 
but instead decided that the six 
players thought to be responsible for 
the party - including the team’s co- 
captains - should be suspended from 
the team for the rest of the season. 
One player, on probation for another 
unrelated violation, was expelled. 

The university also is requiring 
the remaining 89 players on the 
team, 47 of whom are freshmen, to. 
attend classes on substance abuse 
awareness. 

“The measures we are announc- 
ing will be called harsh by some,” 
Coll said in a written statement. 
“But I assure you their severity pales 
in comparison to the tragedy that 


could have occurred this past week- - 


end. I wanted our football team to 
know that we will not tolerate this 
kind of behavior.”

But, CMSU would not be 
counted out of the game. They got 
exactly what they needed on their next 
play. Freshman Kevin Nickerson got 
the Mules back into the game when 
he returned a kickoff for 94 yards and
